"On  the  evening  of  Decerfccr  2i,th  the  fighting  cunt  closer  and  • 
closer  and  our  troops  and  me  chine  gunntre  teemed  to  fall  back  around 
the  hospital.  At  2  Q.m.  on  the  25th  I  moved  into  the  linen  store 
rith  Wise  Gordon,  Kre.  Fidoe  end  the  other  four  V.A.E.  '3  (P!re  Buxton. 
Smith.  Simmons  end  Bcgg). 


At  about  dawn  I  heard  strange  grunting  noises  end  shortly  efter- 
•. erds  I  set;  several  figures  go  pest  the  open  door.  I  went  to  the 
door  v;ith  bare  feat  and  hands  raised  above  my  head  and  ;as  irar.ediote- 
ly  roughly  pulled  out  by  Japanese  soldiers.  Others,  including  Mrs. 
Fidoe,  fol loved  me  and  tley  also  were  pulled  out  on  the  verandah. 

All  the  patients  end  steff  rare  then  hustled  into  one  of  the  store 
rooms  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  nmin  building.  In  this  room  wee 
a  dead  Orderly  lying  in  a  pool  of  blood  end  re  were  so  crowded  that 
there  was  no  room  either  to  lie  or  sit  dor.n.  Here  v.e  refined  over 
one  hour  before  being  removed  to  the  Hall  and  ordered  upstairs. 

Its  fidoe,  whilst  helping  a  patient,  was  struck  by  c  Japanese  o^ld4cr 
and  at  the  top  of  the  stairs  another  soldier  hit  everyone  (including 
all  the  Sisters  and  V.A.D's)  and  removed  whatever  valuables  they  saw, 
tearing  up  three  hundred  dollars  which  I  had  in  a  bag  amund  my  neck. 

V.e  were  new  directed  into  separate  rooms  and  I  found  myself  with 
It.  Col.  McCurdy,  Captain  Scotcher,  Mrs  Fidoe,  S.K.  Knightley  and 
approximately  20  R.A.M.C.  and  patients,  in  a  small  room.  Here  ve 
rer.ainod  from  9  u.ra.  to  5  P»m.  without  water  although  packets  of 
biscuits  and  one  tin  of  condensed  milk  were  thrown  into  the  room 
during  this  time,  a  patient,  Rft.  Sweet,  was  bleeding  profusely  from 
a  round  in  the  am,  having  been  shot  dov.nstoirs  0  few  minutes  before 
coming  up. 


about  5  P*m.  Irs.  Fidoe  end  I  were  removed  from  this  ro~m 
and,  in  the  corridor,  joined  up  rith  Miss  Gordon  end  Mrs  Sinnons. 
ihc  four  of  us  were  taken  to  enother  small  room  at  the  end  of  the 
corridor  where  there  were  elreedy  four  Chinese  women  (wives  of  Eri- 
tlsh  soldiers).  There  were  two  mattresses  on  the  floor  of  this 
room.  very  shortly  four  Japanese  soldiers  coma  end  took  away  one  of 
the  Chinese  women,  who  returned  weeping  after  an  interval  of  ten 
minutes  or  so.  Another  Chinese  woman  was  taken  shortly  afterwords. 

I  believe  both  these  women  were  raped.  Later  the  Jcpanese  ordered 
tnt  four  English  women"  to  come  with  them  to  bondage  wounded 
Japanese  soldiers  -  and  wc  were  taken  to  a  room  at  the  other  end  of 
the  corridor.  This  room  was  partially  destroyed  by  shell  fire,  the 
smell  was  appeling,  end  in  it  were  some  mrttresoes  covering  up  the 
dead  boaies  of  red  cross  personnel.  Mrs  Simons  ;as  first  made  to 
atrip  and  later  was  taken  away;  after  her  return  five  minutes  or 
so  leter  I'jre  fidoe  was  taken  away  and  brought  back  after  ten  minutes; 
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ur.d  on  he?  return  Miss  Cordon  res  removed.  All  returned  veeping. 

I  '.an  not  actually  teken  out  of  the  ronr*  nor  '.nr  any  attempt  node 
to  rape  me.  apparently  at  this  stegc  th©  soldiers  beerne  clrrmcd 
and,  after  consultation,  took  ur  bock  to  the  rocn  from  vrhich  re 
hrd  come.  Tne  Chinese  omen  had  no-  disappeared  nnd  vx  never  sen* 
then  again.  Several  pertiee  of  tro  or  three  Japanese  soldiers 
kept  arriving  end  Miss  Gordon  and  Mrs.  Fidoe  v.ere  tr.kcn  avay 
alternately  end  both  raped  tv  ice.  Miss  Gordon,  eftcr  tho  second 
occasion,  • es  in  c  very  collapsed  condition  end  at  her  v.its  end 
and  Mrs.  lidoe  volunteered  to  tr.kc  lxr  place  next  time  should  it 
be  necessary.  I  noticed  that  the  door  ras  fixed  with  a  Yclc  lock 
and  so  closed  it  end  fixed  the  lock.  Other  bodies  of  Jepenese 
soldiers  kept  arriving  throughout  the  night  end  tried  to’ get  in, 
but  did  not  attempt  to  trcck  open  the  door,  end  ve  ;.orc  thus  left 
in  co imperative  peace  for  the  rest  of  the  night. 

i.t  daylight  nest  morning  v.c  v. ore  teken  domsteire  end  given 
chocolate  and  lecon  squash.  Vc  v.cro  then  ordered  to  eleen  the 
corridors,  rhich  were  covered  v.ith  blood  and  feathers.  At  9  a.n. 
E.li.  Begg  asked  us  for  nc.  s  of  •Jin-  ie"  (his  rifo)  end  later  a 
Japanese  Officer  informed  him  that  th©  three  missing  vomtn  v.ere 
deed.  Mrs  Fidoe  and  the  Gencdian  Fcdrt  vent  and  identified  three 
bodies  as  those  of  iTrs.  Smith,  Begg  end  Buxton.  Itter  a  dressing 
room  res  fitted  up  er.d  all  petients  round:  -..ere  dressed.  In  the 
evening,  about  6  p.n. ,  c  volunteer  officer  came  from  Stanley  Fort 
,  and  took  Miss  Gordon,  Mrs  Fidoe,  Ffrs  Simons  and  myself  beck  v.ith 
him  to  the  Fort  in  an  ambulance.

'•On  the  evening  of  the  23rd  December  !!rs.  Dldoe  ond  I  and 
nil  the  v  Ds  returned  to  the  Sisters  Quarters  (Dr.  Pope  s 
house)  to* find  that  it  had  been  taken  over  as  the  Headquarters 
S?  the  Canadian  troops.  Lt.  Col.  home,  Foyal  Mflj.  of  Canada, _ 
was  surmised  to  see  us  and  advised  to  return  to  hospital. 
ev«r  we  stayed  there  for  the  night  and  returned  at  crack  of 
daym*  On  the  road  down  to  the  hospital  I  noticed  that  the  whole 
route  was  trenched  and  oceuoted  by  troops  with  machine  suns. 

Do co"  be-  24th  was  a  dr  .adfrl  cay  -  we  were  shelled,  machine 
sunned  and  dive  bombed  throughout.  However  we  were  so  busy  that 
I^Jad  no  time  to  notice  what  actually  was  going  on  outside.  Dr. 
Hackett  arrived  from  the  Prison  Hospital  wltb  a 
our  worst  cases,  eventually  taking  twelve,  he  also  took  with 
him  Captains  Lynch  and  Spence,  Lt.  Ashton-Rose,  Dr.  Balean 
several  orderlies. 

All  staff  remained  in  the  hospital  the  night  of  December 
Pd/P^th  I  I-rs.  Fidoe  and  five  V.A.Ds  lay  down  _n  the  Pac 
c;tore  of  the  hospital  (main  building  ad jacent  to  ' the  off  ice). 

The  noise  was  so*  terrific  and  the  bombing  so  distur  g 
If!  returned8 to  the  main  hall.

"Towards  mid-night  on  Do  cumber  24  machine  gun  and  mortar  fire  increased  and 
numerous  machine  gun  posts  were  set  up  in  the  grounds  of  the  hospital.  Later 
on  those  posts  actually  used  bales  of  hospital  blankets  and  mattresses  from  the 

linen  stores  to  build  machine  gun  nests  within  six  yards  of  the  entrance  to  the 

hospital  reception  ball.  Guns  wero  also  set  up  on  the  rising  ground  behind  the 
cook-house  and  another  within  arms  reach  of  the  flag-pole  carrying  the  Rod  Gross. 
The  machine  gun  outside  Brigodo  H'i  actually  had  to  fire  over  the  tep  of  a  large 
St. George  Gross  flag,  (the  only  other  Red  Cross  available)  which  had  been  hoisted 
over  the  end  of  the  tennis  ocurts.  Firing  and  grenade  fire  increased  until  nearly 

dawn  but  it  was  too  dangorous  to  go  outsido  to  sea  what  tho  position  was  as  the 

roads  and  verandahs  wore  caught  in  a  cross-fire.  Just  before  dawn  on  December  25 
British  and  Canadian  forces  dropped  baok  without  warning  being  givon  to  tho 
hcspital  end  tho  first  sign  cf  capturo  was  the  arrival  of  four  Japanese  soldiers 
at  the  ontranco  to  tho  hospital." 

"Lt-Ool.  Black  and  myself  went  out  to  moot  them,  followod  by  Capt.  *itnoy,  Qpl. 
^oblo  and  Pto  Mooney,  QAMC,  wore  already  outsido  undor  gunrd.  Tho  two  officers, 
aftor  thoir  oquipment  had  boon  romovod,  were  taken  round  the  oornor  of  tho  build¬ 
ing  but  tho  rest  of  us  were  lined  up  against  tho  wall  and  had  our  arm  bands  in¬ 
spected.  One  of  tho  Japanoso  was  sont  bock,  apparently  to  roport  to  semo  others  wh 
soon  arrivod,onterod  the  main  hall,  and  shepherded  all  the  nurses  and  some  of  tho 
patients  out.  As  this  was  going  on  Sgt,Pnrkin,RA.’.E,  who  had  been  asleep  in  one 
of  tho  rooms,  made  a  dash  for  a  window  and  was  shot  through  the  head.  Thera  wore 

sounds  of  shouting  and  shooting  as  tho  Japancso  ran  down  tho  main  hall  amongst 

the  patients  and  any  pationts  who  wore  tor  slot,  in  getting  up  out  of  bod,  or  who 
could  not  move  owing  to  wounds  wore  bayoneted  or  shot.  Some  of  the  KKVDC  tried  to 
oscupe  and  others  put  up  a  bit  of  a  struggle  but  they  woro  mostly  all  bayonotod 
or  shot.  The  St.  John  Ambulanco  Brigade  men  wore  all  put  in  one  room  and 
systematically  butchered,  one  only  remained  alive  to  toll  us  what  happened.  All 
staff  and  patients  were  first  of  all  horded  into  ono  of  tho  storo  rooms  and  later, 
as  all  survivors  were  collected  by  tho  Jupanoso  and  daylight  came,  thoy  wore  taken 

Upstairs  and  put  into  the  small  studonts  dormitories.  The  women  wore  in  one  room 

■with  somo  Ohincso  girls." 

■86  pationts  and  staff,  including  mysolf ,  woro  in  a  room  9'  by  12’  3".  Aftor 
throatoning  us  with  hand  grenades  and  warning  us  not  to  escape  the  Japanoso  sot 
UP  a  machine  @in  in  the  passago  outsido.  After  numerous  appeals  ono  of  tho 
Japanoso  fetched  us  a  large  Jug  of  water  and  3ome  dry  oatmeal.  That  was  all  tho 
food  *r  drink  offered  to  us  until  10  p.m.  During  the  day,  at  intervals,  parties 
of  Japanoso  came  along  and  pecrod  in  at  us,  on  most  of  tho  occasions  soizing  ono 
of  tho  men  and  dragging  him  out  to  tho  corridor.  Tho  bodios  of  4  of  thoso  mon 
woro  aftor'.xirds  found  bayoneted  and  torturod,  tho  sounds  of  tills  going  on  could  bo 
hoard  in  tho  corridor.  Dp  to  about  7  p.m.  wo  could  3till  hear  the  women  talking." 
•About  10  p.m.  a  junior  officor  arrivod  and  allowod  uo  to  movo  out  somo  of  tho 
walking  woundod  to  other  rooms,  still  leaving  about  40  people  to  3pcnd  tho  night

•f  Docombor  25/26th  in  the  original  small  room,  in  which  thoro  was  insufficient 
space  to  lio  down  properly.  At  our  request  tho  officer  allowed  us  to  bring  up 
buckets  of  fire  hydrant  water  but  there  was  no  sign  of  food  and  at  no  time  from 
then  onv/ards  did  tho  Japanose  offer  us  nry»  S.M.  Bogg  (a  patient)  whoso  wife 
was  a  V.A.D.  asked  mo  to  try  and  find  out  somothing  about  the  ladios." 

"A3  soon  as  it  was  light  on  tho  morning  of  26th  December  tho  Japanese  collcctod 
all  persons  capable  of  v/alking  and  sot  them  to  cloaning  up.  They  allowed  myself 
and  a  patient  to  go  down  and  get  moro  water.  During  tho  cloaning  up  we  found  tho 
bodies  of  tho  S.J.A.B.  and  M.K.V.D.C.  Tho  bodies  of  Lt-Col.  Black  and  Capt.ffit- 
noy,  RAMC,  voro  found  in  tho  staff  lavatory  and  sitting  room  respectively,  both 
had  boon  soarchod  and  bayonetod  or  cut  with  swords.  The  bodios  of  throe  missing 
women  woro  found  in  the  grounds  covered  by  a  blanket.  They  had  boon  cut  to 
piecos  -  Mrs.  Begg's  hood  was  almost  spverod  from  her  body.  It  was  not  possible 
to  make  an  examination  of  the  bodies.  ,  Altogether  about  60  to  70  bodios  of  pa¬ 
tionts  and  23  bodies  of  staff  woro  collected.  Undor  orders  from  tho  Japanoso 
a  huge  bonfire  was  built  for  the  burnipg  of  tho  bodios." 
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■In  the  aftornoon  of  Boxing  Day  tho  Japano30  told  us  wo  could  hare  tho  whole  of 
the  top  floor  of  the  hospital  oast  wing.  This  '.as  occipiod  and  as  much  medical 
material  os  posciblo  wci3  collected.  Thoro  was  no  modiccl  officer  loft.  La  to 
that  avoning  Lt-Col.  Androws-Lovingo  (— )  arrivod  from  Stanloy  with  some  of  tho 
H.K.V.D.C.  and  just  boforo  dark  they  roturned  with  a  small  van  and  auocoodod  in 
smuggling  tho  romaining  ladies  out  to  tho  fort.  Also  they  promisod  to  sond  vxitor 
and  food  tho  following  day.* 

■By  Saturday  27th,  tho  wator  si  tuition  :jos  dospornto.  Tho  Japs  had  loft  tho 
building  altogether  and  by  disconnecting  tho  hot-wator  cisterns  it  was  possiblo 
to  got  enough  witor  to  last  two  days." 

■For  soroo  reason  the  promisod  supplies  from  Stanloy  had  not  arrivod,  probably 
going  astray  on  routo,  tut  onough  food  had  boon  aalvagod  from  tho  wrecked  stores 
to  give  ovoryono  somothing  to  oat.* 

On  tho  ovoning  of  tho  29th  a  Japanoso  officer  offered  us  a  lorry  to  tako  up  to 
Stanloy  fort  with  tho  romcindar  of  tho  voundod  pationts.  This  v»s  accoptod  and  as 
much  as  oould  bo  carried  was  tnkon  through  to  tho  Fort.* 

■Most  of  tho  St.Stophons  hospital  R/J10  porsonnol  woro  left  at  Stanloy  Fart  and 
tho  remainder  (12  O.R's)  marched  back  to  North  Point  Camp  via  Lyomun  Cap,  ovon- 
tually  arriving  at  Bo won  Rood. *
